The cheapest breech loader in the 
market, converted with the Sneider action; 
this will cost you $285, and isa clumsy, but 
strong weapon. There area number of single 
heeseh loaders, side snaps top snaps and other 
snaps, ranging up to $10, but none of which 
are of much account and the double gans 
which run from $11 up, A warranted gan of 
American finish can be purchased from $50 to

A Proposed Chinese Theater. 
NEW YoRK, September 24,—[Special corre- 
spondence. |—There is some talk of a Chinese 
theater in New York, and it seems more than 


seething in Wong Chin Foo’s brain for the 
past two years will be materialized, Wong 
Chin Foo isa Mongolian yankee. Heis the 
clever young Chinaman who started the Chi- 
nese American. Heis a contributor to the 
New York press and a student in the office of 
W, E. 8. Fales, the legal luminary who has 
charge of all the law business of the Chinese 
residents of New York and vicinity, and the 
only American lawyer who has learned the 
mysterious language of the Mongol. There 
are about eight thousand Chinamen in New 
York, Brookiyn; Jersey City and the vicinity, 
who for business or pleasure seek the classic 
shades of Mott street. Wong Chin Foo has 
Jong argued that a Chinese theater would be 
a paying investment, but as the scheme would 
require the outlay of between $15,000 and 
$20,000, Chinese capitalists have not been 
eager to listen to him. The Chinese merchant 
isa cautious financier, and while Yat Sing of 
Cbatham square, Wo Kee of Mott streee, are 
both merchants worth about a quarter of a 
million apiece, Wong He Chong is an importer 
and a two millionaire, Tom Lee, Quong Hung 
Long and Tuck High are each worth ever 
$100,000, they prefer, as a general thing, small 
apd sure profits to larger and less sure returns 
upon their investments. There are some ex- 
ceptions to this1ule. However, an example 
of which came under my observation lass 
May. There was a wonderfal catch of mack- 
erel and fourteen millions of mackerel were 
thrown upon the New York market in one day. 
Prices dropped from 10 cents a pound to 1} 
cents a pound, and then to five mackerei fora 
cent. Over a million were not used, but were 
thrown intothe river by our own wastefal 
community. When the price became low 
Chinatown was excited and changed into the 
busiest beehive l ever saw. A Chinese syndi- 
eate purchased about four million of the fish, 
and fora week Chinatown reeked with the 
smell of smoked mackerel, canned mackerel’, 
souced mackerel, and dried mackerel. The 
investment including the hoodlums they hired, 
was inside of $20,000, and in leas than ‘sixty 
days the prepared fish were sold for $280,000, 
This wes all profit to Chinese investors ,for so 
far as I know no American took advantage of 
the fal] in price..

This vast sum is 
due in various amounts, to an army of 50,000 
individuals who have been vainly advertised 
for in papers from all parte of the world. The 
British-American Claim 
these names, and is willing to furnish them 
to the fortune-secking public at a reasonable 
rate. ‘The methods of the concern are 
peculiar. A distinguished looking man 
calling himself Geor F, Parker is 
the manager. He is tall and has 
prematurely white hair and a short dark 
mustache, For all preliminary inférmation 
be refers the visitor most politely to a pam- 
phiet published by the company, incidentally 
remarking that the fees detailed in its pages 
represents just what it costs the agency to do 
the work for which the fet is charged, In 
other words the agency will examine records 
of various kinds at cost price te seeif ths 
would-be eleiinant has a fighting chance for 
wealth, and i: he has, the agency then under- 
takes to collec’ for him at a percen of the 
amount recovered.

THE COMING POULTRY SHOW IN 
|ATLANTA, 


A Great Industry and How It Pays--Some of the 
Chicken Yards of Bast Tennessee —Fortunes 
to be Mede ina Neglected Industry— 

Tne Various Breeds of Chickens. 


As in most instances, trifies make up life, so the 
preat bulk of the wealth of the world is composed 
of what we are accustomed to regard as insignifi- 
cant things. This is because thes: little thiags 
gre so generally diffused and not massed in impos- 
ing aggregations. Nobody associates the idea ol 
value with a rail fence: it is the expression of 
simple economy end durability. Yet it 
is a fact that the rail fences of 
Georgia, until afew years ago, were worth more 
money than all the houses in Georgia. 

We pay great homage to king cotton, and withall 
the diversified pursuits which have trenched on 
the prerogations and challenged the pre-eminence 
of the old monarch of. the southern fields. 
Cotton is, and must continne to be, the 
chief agricultural product of several great 
states. But there is a crop, exceeding in its annual 
product the value of all the cotton yield of the 
country, and yet itis generally considered a mere 
incidental to the real industries, a trifling occupa- 
tion indulged as much for amusement as for the 
paltry profits commonly supposed to arise from it. 
This is the 

GREAT CHICKEN CROP, 

which, from its myriad barn yards and breeding 
farms, mounts info a value of hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars annually. Though the hen is one 
of the most familiar of all objects to our eyes and 
our palates, this very familiarity has bred an ig- 
norance, if nota contemptof her real worth. The 
ben that laid the golden egg is erroneously re- 
garded as a mere creature of fable and a 
fanciful iliustration of wise economy, while in fact 
she is clucking, laying, hatching, delicious reality 
bringing benefits to us all and filling with real gold 
the bands which minister to her welfare with in- 
telligent kindness. 

Because she was cheap and modest, and every- 
body's friend, for a long time nobody was her 
champion; nobody noticed her particularty; no- 
body he)ped her to improve her condition, to make 
her home comfortable, and to bring up her children 
with the advantages of our rising civilization. But 
the day of the hen is at hand. Herelevation from 

haphazard, neglected existence to her trus dig- 

ty and value is already begun and is progressing 
at a rate calculated to ‘turn her head.’’ 

Last Aprila few gentlemen from Georgia and 
Tennesee, met in Atlanta and organized a National 
Poultry and Bench show.

Mr. Sid Conger, of Flat Rock, Ind., 
one of the most successful men in the business, 
is going to have a larger display here than he 
ever made before. Philander Williams, of Taun- 
ton, Massachusetts, and J, K, Felch, ol Nantucket, 
will be among the largest exhibitors. The great 
chicken yaids’of Ohio and Llinvis will be repre-

te.tced, Inceed the,importarce of this show is 
better realized in other states than at home, be- 
cause men who have already succeeded. in the 
poultry business are best aware of its possibilities 
and are wide awake toany prospectof extending 
their operations. In the south they have already 
Giscerned their most promising field, Thé exhibits 
from Kentucky, Tennersee, virginia, North Caroli- 
na, Georgia and several other southern states will 
euprire Our own people. Within the last two or 
three years the importance of this industry has 
been realized by many observant men in these 
states. They have gone it more or less extensive- 
ly, and will take a pride in showing the results of 
their efforts. 

One of these men saig.the other day: 

**The best home for most of our fine breed chick- 
ens is in the south, especially in that portion of it 
stretching from the Ohio river to the gulf. The 
climate is perfectly adapted to the health and in- 
crcase of chickens, The mild winters are greatly 
im their favor, while they relieve their owner from 
much of the expense he would have toincur 
further north for the care and housing of his 
ebickens, Aj] our people have to do is to try this 
“business and they will soon be convinced of its 
value to them.”’ 

That the

will give a great impetus to chicken breeding in 
the south cannot be doubted. A few years ago a 
therovghbred chicken, save those of the game va- 
riety, was a curiosity in the south. Now there are 
bundreds of breeders, and many thousands of thor 
oughbred chickens in this section- Not long ago 
I visited Athens, Tenn. It isa snug, prosperous 
townin the heart ofa well-todo country. The 
people of East Tennesrce generally havea keen 
seent for money, and are continually 
fnding new ways to make it. One 
of their latest conclusions is that 
chickens pay gout as well as anything felse, if 
they are profierly attended to. In this part of 
Georgia we have been living on East Tennessee fur 
many years. They have long supplied our tables 
with their golden butter and their fat fowl*, and 
have earned by this industry many a Georgia 
doller. They are not content with the enor. 
mous business they already have in 
this line, but think that they have 
just begun to appreciate the opportunities for them 
in the poultry business. The thoroughbred chick-

Last year he sold about $500 worth of chickens aud 
exes, and had orders for as many more. 
This year his sales will go to $1.000 or 
$1,200. Mr. Fisher is engaged nearly all the 
time at the bank and can devote only his odd mo- 
ments to his chickens. Ho has built with his own 
hands a house for them with some ingenious de- 
vices for their health and~comfort. fits corres- 
pondente is increasing remarkably, almost every 
mail bringing him orders which far outran his 
supply. I have no doubt Mr, Fisher could give up 
his place at the bank, devote his entire time to his 
chickens and easily clear $2,500 next year from his 
yard in Athens. Heisthesecretary of (the National 
Poultry and Bench show. Of the success of the 
Atlanta show he hasno doubt whatever. He will 
send several coops. Mr, Fisher attended the last 
chicken show at Indianapolis and saw some fine 
specimens of Plymouth Ricks and Wyandottes 
bring $100 and $50 each. He thinks these two 
breeds best ddapted to Tennessee and Georgia., 

Mr, John Strenge, postmaster at Athens, has one 
buondred and fifty Light Bramahs, Their plumage 
isa beautiful combination of white and black. 
They are as large as the Plymouth Rocks. Mr. 
Strange sayshe has never had the least trouble 
With them from disease or any other cause. They 
tre hardy, mature rapidly and have an excellent 
‘layor. Though he has never advertised at all he 
sells all his eggs readily a. fancy prices, and could 
S:ll tnice as many. 

Mr. D. M.Owens has about two hundred Ply- 
mouth Rocks and Brown Leghorn:, He began 
withafew of each last year,,and has already 
realized handsomely from his experiment, Last 
year from four Leghorn hens and a cock he sold 
within four months over $60 worth of eggs, besides 
saving enough to hatch several scores of young 
Leghorns for his own yard. This breed is @ 
favorite of Mr. Owens. He thinks the Leghorn the 
finest of broilers, and says that though they look 
much smaller than the Plymouth Rocks they are 
more compactly built and have more flesh in pro- 
portion to their size. His Leghorn hens averaged 
a prolit of $13.50 cach to him Jast year. They lay 
continuously until they are four or five years old 
without the least disposition to set, thus producin 
& great number of eggs, for which there is a grow 
ing demand. Mr. Owens has other 
business now, but . he aims at n 
Steady enlargement of his chicken yard 
with a view to giving his entire time to it. When 
I saw him he had orders for seventy-five or eighty 
chickens and seyeral hundred eggs more than he 
could supply. 

Dr. Caldwell, besides many Plymouth Rocks 
and Wyandottes, has some Houdons, chickens of 
queer appearance with muffled eyesand an owl- 
ish look. They are highly esteemed for their de- 
licious flavor and for their hardy healthfulness. 

Mr. Tom Bievins has one hundred of as fine Ply- 
mouth Rocks as I ever saw, besides a number ot 
Wyandottes. He has also begun to raise the white 
crested Black Polish, trim black birds witna 
snowy crest encircling their head. Like his neigh- 
bors he bas more orders for chickens than he can 
supply and is more impressed every day with the 
chance for successful enterprise the business of 
fers, 

Mr. Nelson Cannon has a beautiful lot of 

GAME CHICKENS 
of which he makes a specialty. He contends that 
the true sphere of the game chicken is not to sup- 
ply the cruel sport of the cocks-pit, but to become 
the choice table fowl of the country, No other 
chicken isso delicious, The rich game taste ofthe 
flesh, the breast full of sweet, tender meat, the 
long, delicate, well eovered limbs make them the 
unequalled table fowl. Yet as one sees these trim 
birds, sleek as race horses and bold as eagles, they 
seem the perfect expression of pluck, 
agility and grace; ,and the thought 
that they can fight terrifically 
if they but choose to do so, cannot be smothered

Mr. Cannon has Shawlnecks, Kentucky Domi- 
necks, Standard Games, Black Haccles, and 
Henley Greys. The iast, he considers 
all in all the best breed. He has one Henley Grey 
cock, “Ben Hur,’ three months old, which meas- 
ures twenty-six inches fromjtip to tip, and is well 
high perfect, as the judges of fowls score them. 
He wrote to Mr, Ficklin, a large Lilinois breeder, 
describing this fellow, and received by telegraph 
an ofler of $25, cash, for him, which was declined. 
I doubt if Mr. Cannon would take $50 for him. 
He has a cross between the Shawlnecks and Domi- 
nicks—a bird with peculiarly fine marks, For 
game fowls, prices are high always. Mr. Cannon 
has fold several pairs as high as $15 and $20, and 
easily disposes of all he has for sale. In addition 
to his game birds, he h@&s a large supply 
of white and brown Leghorns, and his 
total stock is between tbree and four hundred. 
Besides the gentlemen mentioned there are sever- 
a! othersin and about Athens engaged in raising 
thoroughbred chickens. Every oneof them will 
have an exhibit at Atlanta and the contributions 
from this one county would make a fine show. 

There is not oneof these men who is not enthu- 
Siastic over the business and anziousto get deeper 
into it. They have all found pleasure and profit 
in their chickens, and all predict that there will 
be very soon a widespread interest throughout the 
south in an industry which offers such tempting 
returns for a smal! outlay of capital and patience. 
Five dollars will start a man in it with any of the 
ordinary thoroughbreds. 

It costs remarkably little to keep chickens. In 
the south little evpense need be had for their care 
during winter. With proper attention they can be 
generallys kept free from destructive diseases. 
The rate at which they increase from the smallest 
beginning is surprising. Any man in town or 
country, who has the use of apiece of ground as 
big as a bed quilt and four or five dol'ars can 
make a beginning in this industry. Almost before 
he is awarefof it he will have his yard, full of fine 
chickens with an ample market right around him, 
or @ market extending throughout the south, if he 
only adveitises a little. 

BIG PROSPECTS, 

Last year Mr. Sid Conger sold $114,000 worth of 
chickens end eggs from his yards at Flat Rock, 
[polana. At least three-fourths of that 
sum was clear profit Mr. Hawkins, 
of Mastacburetts, netted over $12 000 last year from 
his chickens. Onechicken yard in Obio sold $2),- 
(00 worth and left many orders unfilled. There 
are dorens of breeders in Indiana who make from 
34,000 to $6,000 a year clear on their chickens. Fi- 
nancial success in this industry seems tobe as- 
tured to any man who will intelligently and care. 
fully pursue it. 

Outside of ite practical value, it gives a large re- 
turn in the pleasure almost invariably experienced 
by those who undertake it. It seldom fails to fas. 
cinate, to add a comfort and a joy to life, to envir- 
ce homes with anothercharm. Al) thoroughbred 
chickens, or 8imost all, are beantiful.

OLD BOB'S DEATH. 


LINCOLN PARK LOSES ONE OF ITS 
ATTRACTIONS. 


The Largest Griczly Bear in Captivity in This 
Country—His Experiences in Twenty-Jne 
Years of Life—~The Notable Bruin Be- 
lieved to Have Died Heart. Broken. 


From the Chicago Herald. 

Nineteen years ago a grizzly bear took her 
two children out for a walk under the big trees 
and violet sky of California. It was in the fail 
of the year, when the grapes in the vineyards 
of the valleys hung in big purple cluster and 
the branches of the big trees drooped low under 
the burden of their ripening fruit. Mother 
and children trudged along over the carpet of 
pine needles spread out before their home un- 
til the snapping of a twig brought them to a 
halt. The mother sat upon her haunches, 
while her little frightened offspring huddled 
beside her. At the same instant the tube of a 
rifle was pushed through the leaves of a thicket 
close by, there was a flash and a noise that 
made the cubs’ hearts leap into their mouths 
and then the mother staggered and fell dead 
with blood streaming over her rich golden fur 
from a bulletholeinherneck. Twomen rush- 
ed from cover and captured the trembling or- 
phans, One of these men was Sid Kent. The 
little captives saw their mother disrobed with 
a knifeand ecented her flesh as it sputtered 
over a blazing fire. Next day the cubs’ were 
slung on another side of a pack mule and carri- 
ed to arailway station. 

The lors of their mother weighed heavily 
upon them, but the grief atbeing torn away 
from t eir homes among the songing pines ard 
feathered songsters:ceemed poignant enough 
to break their tender hearts, Ina dark cor- 
ner of a hot and poorly ventilated box car the 
two orpbans moaned their double loss.

They turnedever 
so many corners, hurried: through dark and dir- 
ty alleysand were finally dumped on.a wharf 
where a great ship with big smoke begrim- 
ed sails wasmcored. People who were walking 
along the dock stopped to tantalize the captives. 
Canes were jabbed in their sides and pebbles 
thrown into theirfaces. About dusk, however, 
the orphans were wheeled into the hold of the 
vesse], and the next thing they heared was the 
rattling of chains and the loud voice of thecap- 
tain as he trod the deck and the swish made 
by the prow of the boat as it cut through the 
wa'er. 

For daysand cays the orphans clung together, 
wondering whither they were going. One night 
Curing a violent storm, in which the ship 
pitched and plunged at the mercy of the gale, 
one of the little captives, the sister, sickened 
ard died. When one of the sailors came to re- 
movethe body from the cage the brother, 
driven desperate by grief, attempted to bite 
bis hand, He was soundly cuffed and the lit- 
tle corps¢ torn from his velvety paws and hur!- 
¢d into the tea, ; 

This was too much for poor lone “Bob,” as 
the sailors had dubbed him. He grew morose 
and surly. The verdure and breezes of the 
tropics were nothing to him, His mind turn- 
ed back to his home, now so far away, and to 
his little companion who was sleeping he knew 
not where, Bobspent the nights in bemoan- 
ing his misfortune and the days in disagreeable 
meditavion. Two months after he started on 
his voyage he arrived in New York City. 
Here be was bundled into another hot box car 
end given a bone upon which to cut his teeth. 
Two days later a drayman, who was standing 


forlorn Bob on his wagon and carried him to 


| Mr, Kent’s residence, which was then at the 


corner of Warren avenue and Wood street, 
Powed down with grief and indifferent as to 
the fu'uie. Bob permitted his master to chain 
him to a post inthe front yard. It was humil- 
iation such as young, blue-blooded grizzlies 
are celdom forced to endure, but Bob’s heart 
had been crushed long before. He moped 
about the green Jawn and watched the birds 
as they flew from tree to tree. Nobody ever 
beard him whine. He was too proud to do 
that. 

It was inthe fall of 1868 thatthe cuts in 
poor Bob’s heart were reopened. He had 
tried to be a good bear, but fate was against 
him, Jt was at this time that a big park man 
eameto Mr. Kent’s lawn, and, fastening a 
mr uzz'e on Bob’s nese, led him through the 
public stree‘s, the o'ject of ridicale. No* con- 
tent with subjecting the little stranger to this 
fresh humiliation, the big park man prodded 
him into an iron cage in Union Park and then 
lk cked the door. 

The story of poor Bob’s life in this park cell 
covers eighteen years, It would be difficult 
to give it in detail, for those who knew him 
beet are scattered far and wide. It is true 
however, that Bob grew to be a great bear, 
pethaps the biggest bear in the country. He 
soon learned to love the little boysand girls, 
who used to hand him bon-bons and stare 
in childish wonder at his great, shaggy 
clotbes and long, black teeth, He saw his 
little visitors grow to mannood and woman- 
hood, and sometimes he saw through the 
grated window of his cage little white hearess 
stop at ithe big stone church on the ave- 
nue a few feet away. The splashing of the 
fountain, the singing of the birds and the 
evening cooing of the doves as they perched 
upon the cot just above his head were all 
sweet music to Bob. It was to him what 
the soft melody of the country church organ 
is to the nodding worshiper, He grew to 
love nature in spite of himeelf. for it must 
be remembered that he saw nothing in life 
worth living for. What Bobdid when night 
drove the bright faces away from his cage 
and hushed the songsters in the trees is not 
known. Some say he usedto moan and cry 
out, as if in agony. ‘ 

3nt Bob was not allowed to die as he had 
wished—among the flowers, the fountains 
and the faces of his little admirers, About 
this time last year he was removed to Lin- 
coln Park and cast intoa stone pit with a 
dead tree and measly brown bear init. The 
old fellow’s mortification presents the animal 
parajlel to Bonaparte’s feelings when he stood 
upon St. Helena. There were no fountains 
here, the birds sang po ee and the little 
faces at the bars were all strange, He spurn- 
ed his screaming companion as he would a 
porcupine. For three nights Bob sat upon the 
tiag stones of his cell and stared at the crags 
bristlivg about him. The rain beat upon his 
massive shouldérs, and the cold wind of au- 
tumn swept throvgh the gratings of the pit, 
but the heart broken bear won!d not move, 
Therein the darkness, with nothing to dis- 
turb his sad reverie butthe bowl of a nar- 
row-chested wolf ina neighboring den, the 
old prisoner mourned until his bright gol- 
den fur began toturn gray, Sunday the brown 
bear guarreled with Bob. They had a fight, 
but neither was seriously hurt. ‘“‘Old Jake,” 
for that is the name of the brown bear, got 
the best of the battle, however. Sunday night 
Bob slept out of doors. He seemed to kaow 
that it was his last night on earth, and it is 
more than likely he was glad of it. To be 
whaled by a common hand organ bear, after 
all the sorrow he hab sreen, was too much for 
the grizzly’s heart, He moped about the cor- 
ner of the den where water falls ina slender 
carcade until 11 o'clock yesterday morning, 
when be cuddenly rolied over upon his side 
a: d died. 

Later in the day a prominent farrier took 
his skin to mount it for exhibition in the park 
next year. The carcass was then buried in 
aclump of trees near the green-house. Old

Our Small Industries Again. 


Ifa proposition were made to establish a 
one bundred ton iron furnace in Atlanta, a 
public meeting would be held to favor it, 
land would be offered for its location, and if 
necessary buildings would be torn down to 
make way for it. 
on the subject of big industries. 

We showed on yesterday that the four 
trunk factories of Atlanta employed three 
times as many people and paid four times as 
much wages, as aone hundred ton iron 
furnace. We showed that they paid more 
profit. And that all this was done on one 
sixth of the capital it would take to estab- 
lish an iron furnace. 

And yet what have we done for our trunk 
factories? They ttarted in garrets or cellers, 
without any public help. in competition 
with northern factories they have fought for 

and conquered the territory of the south 
Atlantic states. And now as we have 
\shown, without recognition o r notice, or 
concession, they have come to be worth to 
the city three or four iron furnaces that 
would cost a half million dollars. 

It is our small industriesthat give Atlanta 
her amazing vitality. It is these half-hid- 
den little shops that make her by the incon- 
testable figures of the last census the first 
manufacturing [city of the state. Let us 
stand by our small industries and they will 
make us a great and prcsperous people.

This report was accurate, 
truthful, and the only report that could have 
a been made. The committee then decided 
es that the $1,500 it had sent to Charleston 
ie was sufficient for immediate relief and it 
was decided to suspend active collections 
until it was 2s-ertained what further need 
there was for money.

The Technological School. 


The towns and cities of Georgia have been 
invited to compete for the location. of the 
technological schdol. Under this invitation 
Atlanta enters the list. It is ready to sup- 
plement from its treasury the scanty pro- 
vision made by the state. If any other city 
can do better than Atlanta it ought to get 
the school. With the school it will get At- 
lanta’s hearty sympathy and support. 

In reciting some of the advantages offered 
by Atlanta as the home of the new school, 
we stated that experience had proved it un- 
wise to attempt to carry industrial education 
hand-in-hand with what is called a liberal or 
classical education. We instanced the out- 
come of the experiment of the agricultural 
fund at our own State university. We held 
then, and hold now, that the attempt to 

combine an agricultural college with a class- 
ical college neither benefitted the latter nor 
met the purposes of the former. The indus- 
trial education was, as it always will be, 
subordinated to the liberal education, and 
especially soin the estimation of the stu- 
dents. -Wecan see no reason for doubting 
that the technological school would meet the 
same fate. 

In addition to the reasons already given 
why Atlanta is the best place for the school, 
there are two considerations that should have 
weight. One of the chief purposes of the 
school is to elevate the sentiment of Jabor in 
Georgia—to make an industrial education 
the popular thing, and to lead our young 
men from the overcrowded professions into 
humbler but more useful avenues. How 
can this be done so well as by establishing 
the school, which is the nursery of these 
ideas, in the capital city of the state—the 
center to which the people flock from all 
sections? The school would be seen and 
studied and advertised from this point-— 


which is to say that its doctrines would be 
Spread—with much g.v.sier GQuility an hem 
any other point. 


Again—The legislature has as yet made no 


Aly on future legislation, It must make its 


appropriation for running the school longer 
» than one year. Its future depends absolute- 


way before the legislature by demonstrating 
its usefulness, or it must fail, Where could 


it do this so well as in the capital city where 
it would be directly under the eye of legis- 
lators, and where every member could see 
just what it was doing? It is likely, if it 
were located elsewhere, that not one legis- 
lator in twenty would ever see it, and would 
thus fail to acquire a direct interest in it. 

The trustees who are to settle its location 
are charged with the responsibility of main- 
taining as well as of establishing it, If it 
should fail to command either sufficient 
patronage or sufficient funds through any 
fault whatever, they will be held largely re- 
sponsible for such failure. Nomistake could 
be so serious as a mistake in the location of 
the school, which, from its nature, would be 
irremediable. We submit these suggestions 
to the trustees of the school for what they 
are worth.

A Fearless Judge Who Detied Judge Lynch, 


The public is occasionally shocked by the 
details of a lynching, where the people, impatient 
at the enormity of certain crimes, are ready to 
set aside the action of our courts and take the law 
into their own hands. 

The class of cases where this occurs most fre- 
quently, are those where the rights of females are 
disregarded, and their persons outraged. There is 
no other crime where there is more palliation for 
condign punishment without authority of law, 
than in this class of cases. Butasthe mob some- 
times makes mistakes, the practice is a very dang- 
erous one, 

A rather remarkable case of this sort occurred in 
Forsyth county, Georgia. Some months since, a 
little negro boy named Peter Holmes, who is an 
orphan, andisabout fifteen years of age, was the 
perpetrator of a wicked attempt upon the person 
of a little white girl about ten yearsof age. He 
was not successfulin anything but the attempt, 
but was clearly guilty of assault with intent to 
commit the offence, when an old negro woman 
came along and relieved jthe little girl, He was 
arrested and put in prison, and when court came 
he was indicted, tried and convicted of an assault 
with intent to rape on the person of the little girl. 
The penalty in such case is imprisonment and 
hard laborin the penitentiary for aterm not ex- 
ceeding twenty years. Under that limit, the judge 
can exercise his discretion as to the length of the 
term. 

Hon. James R. Brown, judge of the circuit, was 
presiding, and when the boy was convicted he 
took into the account that he was quite young, 
that he was an orphan and had no friends, aad u 
was the first offence. and sentenced himto im- 
prisonment in the penitentiary for twelve years, 
which he thought was adequate punishment un: 
der all the circumstances. 

Dissatisfaction at once sprang up in the com- 
munity, and 1t was soon very well understood that 
the boy was to be lynched, thatan armed assem- 
blage ormob wasto visitthe jailat night, and 
take him out and hang him. The fact of the con- 
templated movement came to the knowledge of 
Judge Brown, and in the presence of the juries, 
and of the public, he directed the sheriff,in the 
event that he found such a movement actively on 
foot, to place in the jailsix resolute men, armed 
with double barrelled shotguns, with orders, ia 
case amob assaulted the jail, that each of the 
six would fireupon them with deadly aim, and 
stop their movement by shooting down those who 
were most prominent in it. ; 

Having learned that the sheriff feared he could 
not get a haif dozen men, who would agree to take 

tion in the jail with shotguns and execute the 
udge’s order, and that the sherifffelt some trepi- 
dation onthe question, Judge Brown was more 
than ever determined that the law should take its 
course, and that the boy should not be panges.

“T was astonished,’’ said Mr. McConnico yester- 
day “to see the disadvantages and difficulties 
under which the people in Honduras cultivate 
and ship their fruits. There is only one railroadin 
the republic of Honduras and that isin wretch- 
ed condition, It is thirty-seven miles 
long and a train is run when- 
ever a load is provided—two or three times 
a week. Theroad runs between Puerto Cortez 
and San Pedro and as an evidence of how the 
thing is managed I may say the man who carries 
the mail between the points named has boycotted 
the railroad, and walks. When the train runs it 
takes all day to make the thirty-seven miles.’’ 

‘What sort of fruits are raised in Honduras?’ 

“Bananas, cocoanuts, plantains, pine apples, 
lemons, limes, oranges and the guava.

THE BEGINNING OF THE INSTITUTION. 

“This asylum was established py law in 1512,” 
said Dr. Powell. “It hadsome existence before, 
but in that year the question of better accommo- 
dations for the insane, who were being kept at 
home chained, engaged the attention of philan- 
thropists, among whom was Judge Iverson L. Har- 
ris, of Milledgeville. They brought the matter be 
fore the legislature, and succeeded in getting an 
appropriation. The first superintendent was Dr. 
Cooper, the father-in-law of Secre:ary of State Bar- 
neti. The first patient was Tillman Barnett, who 
died inthe institution. Dr. Thomas F. Greene 
succeeded Dr. Cooper, and for thirty-three years 
he worked with a zeal which has endeared his 
name to thousands of people. Year by year this 
great charity has been fostered by the people un- 
til it has reached its present proportions. The last 
legislature appropriated $175,C00 for the present 
year. Large as thissum is it has been well man- 
aged, for the cost per capita, for running this in- 
stitution is only 35 cents per day. When it is con 
sidered that the peoplesent to us are of destructive 
habits, and that, therefore, the item of wear and 
tear is important, it will be 
seen that we have practised economy. There 
is a peculiarity in this asylum,’’ continued tue 
doctor, ‘not to be found in others. We use no 
restraint; notorture. Every appeal is to the rea- 
son and the houor of the patient. This, with pa- 
tience, works out its own result. 

THE CAUSES OF INSANITY. 

“The causes of insanity are numerous, but sev. 
enty-five per cent of the cases may be traced back 
to hereditary taint. In mearly every one there isa 
predisposition to certain diseases, and it is only 
called out by some great shock. Human beings 
transmit their qualities. People rush into marriage 
with less care than is exercised in the mating 0 
animals, for in that case predispositions, quality 
and blood are considered, @vhile in the marriage of 
human beings the most important question of all 
s never even thought of,and is only brought to 
mind when the birth of a weak-minded child ora 
monst:osity recalls it. As people become temper- 
ate and avoid excesses; as the body becomes sub- 
ject to the mind, the predisposition to insanity is 
lessened, Thus, most of the northern asylums a.@ 
half filled with foreigners, altogether out of propor- 
tion to their numbers, This hereditary taint comes 
from local causes. It will be found that the grea 
proportion of these foreign lunatics come from 
sections of Europe where people drink exciting 
liquors. It does not follew that the child of a 
drunkard will ever become a drunkard or a luna 
tic, but it does follow thatthe curse will be visited 
upon some of the succeeding generations. The in- 
crease of colored insanity also bears out this 
theory. When the war broke out, there were bu 
torty-four colored insane in Georgia. The colored 
people before the war were Clean and sober by en- 
forcement ; the colored people of today are filthy 
and drunken. Theresultis an increase trom 4 
to 350, 

“How do you account forthe white increase in 
Georgia, where there are but few foreigners?” 


“Tbat ipcrease is more apparent than real, The 


old idea of a lunatic asylum was that it 
was dark, noisome; and it was felt to be 
a ditgrace to have been in one. Lu- 
natics were then kept at home, chained 


or otherwise made secure. The criesand shrieks 
of these poor people were contrasted with what 
they imagined must exist atthe asylum.

scenes to bring about recovery. The local or excit- 
ing cause but develops the latent insanity. From 
Grinking liquor comes about five percent of the 
afflicted, but from liquor indirectly comes fully 50 
per cent.” 

“Is opium-eating on the increate”’’ 

“IT think not. Itisonly coming tothe surface. 
It Ceveiops other causes ofinsanity. I had here 
once two boys, who neyer tasted liquor. They 
passed from under my control free, apparently, 
from every vice, One day oneof them was given 
a giassof wine. It aroused his insanity at once. 
They were the victims of alcoholism, and 
it cnly needed the touching of the match 
to the powder to make the explosion, There is 
nothing more certain than that living beings re- 
peat tLemselyes in their descendants, A drunken 
man’s decsendants whl eventually become im- 
becile, hence there should be great care taken in 
the propagation of the race, Ifit were not for the 
purity of our women, the race would be ina pitia- 
ble condition. If women brought to the bridal 
gitar the same wrecks which men do, the human 
race would soon fill one vast &tylum.’’ 

“Does overstudy inthe public schools lead to 
insanity ?’’ 

‘Jt creates a tension of the brain which result 
in disaster. Numerous etudies both over-tax and 
perplex. School boards should have an eye to the 
tendencies of the child, leading it in the right dl- 
rection, which is of much greater importance than 
book-cramming. Large classes given to a 
teacher defeat the work of education, by taking out 
the care of the individual, and teaching the whol 
numberin lump, pot regarding the difference in pre 
disposition, in temperament, in strength, and in 
other metters which should be noted.”’

Each plate is fully 
served, and when the meals for the entire party 
are ready they are sent into the dining hall.

The table linen was spotless, the vessels were 
shining bright, the floors and the windows were in 
absolute order, and everything betokened the best 
of order and Giscipline.

I asked Mr. Rice, the storekeeper, who was 
along, what was the daily issue of rations for the 
1,510 inmates and attendants, and he gave the fol 
lowing figures for the day before :

LUNATICS AT TABLE, 

‘You feed them well, at least,’’ I observed to Dr, 
Hall.

When they come here they generally 
grow 1avenous, and would eat themselves to death 
if they were not limited, We have, for 
instance, to make those of homicidal tendency 
eat entirely with their fingers. If they had knife 
or fork there would be war directly.

Here is one, now,’’ said he, as we turned Into « 
new ward, and a ghostly-looking little woman 
rose up from her recjining position and moved off 
with the stealth of a mouse. Her long black hair, 
falling over her shoulders, was in strange contrast 
with her pallid fare and shrunken figure.

Dr. O’ Daniel.

He has the delusion that a certain doc- 
tor wishes to dissect him. ‘He is at the doornow,”’ 
said he; ‘he has just cut off old Joe Brown's shoul- 
der and when he gets through with}him, he is go- 
ing tocut me up.” The poor victim shruok back 
in the corner as ifto bide out from the dread scal- 
pel, 

The next door opened and an old blind woman 
put her head out. She had her hand to her temple 
and pleaded; ‘‘Doctor, all my misery ishere, If 
you would cup me bere I would get well.”’ 

The next case was one ofa blood-curdlinge na: 
ture, The victim was once a prominent preacher. 
He thinks be is evrrounded by angels whose bid 
ding he cannot refuse todo, They gather aroun1 
him in acircle, make wierd music by the move- 
ment of their wings and with index fingers ex- 
tended, they say continually: “Kill him! Kil 
him! Kill him!" The vietim of this hallucina 
tion resisted these commands as long as he could: 
and it was not until) the angels ordered him to kill 
Lis own children, that steps were taken to confiae 
him in the asylum. Nowthe angels keep telling 
bim thatif h dos not do the killing, the blood 
of their damnation would be upon his shoulders. 

A JUDGE'S ADOPTED MOTHER, 

‘Do you know Judge Lumpkin—Jadge Sam 
Lumpkin?” asked an elderly lady, “He's my 
adopted son/’ Then she hid her face bebind her 
fan. “The judge is great favorite of mine,” she 
re-umed, ‘and I've made my will in bis tevor,

Perhaps no other case 
in the asylum so forcibly illustrated the misfor 
tune of an unbalanced mind. Here was a woman 
fitted to be the pride of her husband ; the glory of 
her children ; a shining star for the best of soci- 
ety,s80 thoroughly unhinged upon one question 
that all other qualities were under eclipse. 

“Money is no object to me,’’ said a well dressed 
young man, asI approached him. “I draw my 
check—how much do you want?’ he asked, ob 
serving my incredulity. “Oh, you needn’t doubt 
it.’’ he exclaimed, his voice running up to the top 
ofthe gamut.

One of the happiest men in Georgia is the victim 
ofa double hallucination here. He sees the most 
beautiful of birds, of all colors and most exquisite 
furms. Asthey light upon his window ledge they fill 
theroom with the sweetest notes of song, and fairly 
enrapture the inmate, Thus his eyes are always 
feasting upon the beauties of nature, while his ears 
are always attuned to the sweetest of sounds. 

“A lady GieG revcexntiy here,’’ I was then told, 

‘whose case was one of the most peculiar in the 
history of the institution. She was a perfect ency- 
‘lopedia. She read voraciously. and remembered 
everything she read. Asshe had means, she was 
indulged in the matter of books. She always 
bought from Lippincott. Whenever information 
was wanted in law, medicine or letters, she was 
appealed to, and her answers were always correct. 
The legislative committee, on one occasion, was 
entertained by her foran hour. So impressed were 
the members with her accomplishments that they 


complained to Dr. Powell for detaining 
her in the institution. ‘Just g0 
back,’ said the doctor, ‘andask her what she 


thinks ofthe Free Masons,’jjThey did so, and 
found opt that she was the craziest woman in the 
building. Shc believed thatthe Masons had in- 
stituted an espionage over her: that they were at 
fhe door ready to carry her off, as they did Mor- 
gan; that they opened her letters, intercepted her 
business, slipped around her honse at night and 
did many o'‘htr improper and annoying things.’

She 
was gay and light-hearted, with never athought of 
care. Sherman’s order for the evacuation of Atlanta 
came, and this young girl was turned over to the 
guardiansbip of a family which was about to refu- 
gee soutb, whose name, for the purpose of this nar- 
rative, shall be Randolph. Mr. Randolph camped 
bis family one night by thé roadside in a county 
south of Macon. After the camp-fire had been 
started, and while the travelers were gathered 
around it, anold man approached, who was recog- 
nized by Mr. Randolph as one of the richest men 
of that section, and the acquaintance soon grew 
quite familiar,

Here I have seen poor demented humanity in its 
most revolting phases, fhe chatity which takes 
these people in and shields them against them- 
selves, and smooths thefr way through a life 
which at best cam bring them bat 
litlle pleasure is a virtue which does honor tothe 
people. The tact that almost $200,000 is spent an- 
nually by the state for the purpose of caring for 
its unfortunates, is strong evidence that Georgia 
occupies forward ground. It must be gratifying to 
the people who thus generously tax themselves to 
learn that this great charity is properly ‘haadled. 
The nine buildings in which white and coiored !u- 
natics are provided for are large, airy aud comfort- 
able, They are furnished with light, water, lauao- 
dries and everything necessary to conduce to the 
comfort of the inmates. The sexes are properly 
divided,so that nothing improper can ever happen. 
Dr. Powell, the superintendent, outside of his 
qualification for the place as a physician, possesses 
those rare personal qualifications which are even 
more important. He is calmness personified. His 
very presence brings repose. Mrs. Darnell is a 
mother among the female patients, having the fae- 
ulty of winning their confidence and controlling 
them for good. The assistant physicians are all 
conscientious gentlemen, who perform their duties 
with rare skill. The greatest kind 
ness is shown the patients. They are always made 
to feel that they are ladies and gentlemen. No 
unnecessary restraint is ever resorted to, as that 
courte of treatment would only irritate. The pa- 
tients all seem tobe as happy as their unfortunate 
condition admits of. 
» The one man, however, whore name should ever 
be held in grateful remembrance, is the late Dr. 
Greene. For thirty-three years he devoted himself 
to the work of humanity.

THE BIG RAFT. 


A Curious Obstruction in the Oconee 
River. 
From the Milledgeville, Ga., Union. 

A party of citizens from a. Bald- 
winand Wilkinson counties met and spent the 
day at the big raft in the Oconee river on the 
16th instant. After thoroughly examining the 
entire surroundings, they found thatit was 
impracticable to try and remove the raft, but 
decided to go to work at once clearing off the 
timbers and cutting ditches across the bend, 
about 175 yards, and toemploy men to watch 
it during all freshets to keep the floating tim- 
bers from stopping in the new channel. The 
river will have at least ten feet fall in the 175 
yards and savea passage of aboutone mile, 
and it was the decided opinion of those pres- 
ent that with the work proposed this fall, the 
river’s channe] would be changed and in all 
probability require but very little work next 
winter; as it is well known the channel was 
changed a few years ago across one of these 
bends without any help and having a clear 
passage around the bend, it is reasonable to 
suppose that with a complete dam to help they 
can force it to take the course proposed. Cap- 
tain Andrew Miller was requested to see all 
interested on the west side of the river and 
get them to subscribe and pay 50 per cent of 
their subscription at once and the balance, if 
needed at all on October 1,1887. Dr. W. RB, 
Robinson will see those in Washington county, 
and J. Py Sweaney, who donates the land for 
the new channel, will call upon all on the 
east side of the river and Milledgeville for 
help, and by the first week in October they ex- 
pect to bave twenty-five hands at work. 

This raft is an immense affair, is fally three: . 
fourths of a mile long—cost the farmers along 
the river this year 50,000 bushels of corn ; and 
completely stops the of any fish.

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_THE OLD MAN BIRDSALL. 


Hiow He Met a Tough Crowd and Come Out 
on Top. 


From the New York Sun. 

“Two or three timesin my life,” said the old 
man Birdsall as he ran his fingers through his 
grizzly locks, ‘“‘I have been boxed up in such a 
way that it was impossible to say who would 
come out on top. I was just thinking of an ad- 
venture I had down onthe Mississippi a num- 
ber of years ago. If you have been down the 
big river, you know that down below donald- 
sonville it spreads out over acres and acres of 
country on each side of the main channel.
